A Washington dispatch says: The an­ 
nual report of the officers in charge of 
Wisconsin river and harbor works shows 
satisfactory progress. Milwaukee harbor 
and t arbor of refuge askB for $200,000 for 
next year to extend the length of the 
cribs for the harbor of refuge and 820,000 
to deepen harbor channel to eighteen 
feet, and repair the walls. 
The officer 
also asks for $50,0DO each for Kewaunee, 
Sheboygan Racine and Kenosha; $10,000 
for Green Bay; $10,000 for Ahnapee, and 
$200,000 for the Fox and Wisconsin im­ 
provement, and $62,000 for the care of 
dams on the same. 


A statem ent has been w idely published 
in the newspapers of this country that 
General Grant was a spiritualist.

The new commissioner of; Indian af­ 
fairs shows a keen appreciation of the 
needs of the Indian scrvioe in his official 
announcement that appointments there­ 
in are hereafter to be made solely on the 
ground of competency and with tho .un­ 
derstanding that the 
appointees will 
discharge their duties faithfully. He al- 
so[says that their tenure of office will be 
permanent so long as they continue 
competent and efficient. This is the cor 
root spirit to carry into the Indian ser­ 
vice, and It ought to be carried out with 
religious zeal. 
During the greater part

appointments were grossly partisan, [and 
the work among the Indians was para­ 
lyzed thereby.

THE BIBLE. 


The state authorities of New York are 
just now taking testimony regarding the 
effect of electricity ^[destroying life and 
its effiiciency as a substitute for the 
hangman’s noose. The work of light­ 
ning is all-sufficient proof of the power 
of electricity in this direction, and the 
point remaining to be determined is the 
method of applying the current. An 
interesting commentary on the testimony 
of the experts is famished in a dispatch 
from Evansville, Indiana, 
where the 
wires were blown down on Sunday and 
an entire section of the city charged 
with the electric 
fluid. The dispatch 
gives the following details: —’‘This city 
was visited by a rain and wind storm yes­ 
terday 
afternoon, 
doing 
much 
damage. 
About 
ten 
o’clock 
last 
evening, 
when 
the 
power 
at.the electric light station for street il­ 
lumination was turned on, numerous 
wries which had been blown 
down 
charged buildings and pools of water in 
the street with electricity. 
Fire a foot 
high was emitted in plaoes, causing an 
alarm to be sounded. The fire depart­ 
ment responded, and being unaware of 
the condition of things, fashed into 
what was almost certain death. Horses 
and firemen alike were knacked down 
with electricity. 
Others rushed into a 
building that was apparently od fire only 
to be thrown violently down. 
Citizens 
rushed in and met a similar fate, and ex­ 
citement ran high. 
A messenger has­ 
tened to the station and had the electric 
power shut off, and then the work of 
resuscitation began. A dozen cr more 
men were found unconscious, but their 
lives were saved by laying them upon 
the wet ground. Several firemen are yet 
in a precarious condition.”

W ashington, July IS.—Tho civil service 1 
commission has made public I£b second 
report jn the Milwaukee postoffice case. 
The commissioners say that Postmaster 
Paul wls given every opportunity to ex­ 
plain tho charges against him, and that 
his declaration that ho was condemned 
without a hearing and without boing in- j 
formed of the charges against him is a 
gross misstatement. 
Tho report 
then 
recites the examinations made by Secre­ 
tary Doylo and Chief Examiner Webster, 
whoso reports showed such gross violations 
of tho law that the three commissioners 
deemed the accusations of such importance 
as to warrant an investigation by the full 
board. 
The report continues: 
‘‘Except In two important cases wo did 
not try to got at any now facts; we simply 
examined Mr. Paul to 
boo whether ho 
could disprove tho statements or give any 
satisfactory explanation of the chargos 
mado in the two preliminary reports. 
Ho 
entirely failed to do so. 
That thoro has 
been crooked work in tho office is admitted 
by all. 
Tho only question is whore the re- 
sposibilitv lies. 
We examined tho secre­ 
tary of the local examining board, Hamil­ 
ton Fhidy, and the chairman, J. B. John­ 
son. Shidy is admitted by all to have dono 
tho work of the board, tho other members 
doing little savo assisting in marking the 
papers and attending occasional formal 
mootings. 
Shidy testifies that he was 
compelled by the postmaster to civo tho 
latter free access to tho list of eligibles, 
although such accoss was at that time 
strictly forbidden; and he further testifies 
that the postmaster, knowing those Who 
were eligible, as well as their standing, 
appointed whomsoever he chose, and then 
forced him (Shidy) to torturo the lists and 
certification books so as to produce a certi­ 
fication which should bear the appointees' 
names. 
Tho report further cites the evidence of 
Shidy and Johnson to show that they fcoro 
forced against their own judgment to re­ 
mark tbs papers of aa applicant, and also 
the statement of Mr. Paul that he hid not 
forced them to alter tho mark, but that 
they had been altered because he expressed 
groat 
dissatisfaction at the marking. 
Shidy, in the presence of both Mf. John­ 
son and Mr. Paul, as wofi as of the thnte 
commissioners, stated that tho reason for 
their changing tho grade of the unfort­ 
unate applicant was to get him out of tho 
way of another mon whom tt 
desired to appoint. 
Continuing the report says: 
‘‘In short, the official records show be­ 
yond possibility of dispute that tho lists of 
eligibles were twisted and garbled ill al­ 
most every conceivable manner in order to 
produce swindling certifications Whereby 
certain men could bo rejected, although 
entitled to appointment, and other men 
appointed, although having no rightful 
claim to the chanco. 
For Mr. Paul to 
plead innocence is equivalent to his plead­ 
ing imbecility, for no sane man could have 
made appointments from a succession of 
such certifications without perceiving their 
character, and it is quite incredible that 
he could by nfero chance have picked out 
from each certification the very individual 
to favor whose choice it was designed. Mr. 
2’aul alone benefited by the crookedness of 
these certifications, for he alone had tho 
appointing power; thoro could be no possi­ 
ble object in Study’s conduct unless It was

A special meeting of the common coun­ 
cil was held at the council chamber last 
evening for the purpose of establishing 
matters relating to the tax levy, the ocun- 
oil at the pievious meeting, in making up 
the “budget”, having omitted to provide 
for the payment of a certain judgment, 
and a portion of the interest on the city 
bonds. 
Mr. President Norris occupied the 
chair, and all the aldermen answered the 
roll call except Aldermen Casey, Horn, 
Hanthorn and Rowe. 
The object of the meeting being stated 
by the presiding officer, the regular or - 
der of business was suspended. 
Ald. Jackman moved to rejodeider the 
vote of tho last regular meeting adopt­ 
ing the order of Ald. C oe rad levying tbe 
tax for the current yew. Adopted. 
Ald. Jackman amoved to amend the 
motion by making tbe amount of tbe 
general fund $8,800 instead of $0,800; 
the bonded debt fund $10,280 instead of 
$10,100, and also to levy a judgment fund 
) of $200. The amendment was adopted* 
all voting &ye]except Ald. Conrad. 
The original motion as amended wag 
then adopted. 
Ald. Baker introduced an order allow­ 
ing 8. D. Giubb permission to occupy 
portions of West Milwaukee and Jack­ 
son streets for storing building material 
while erecting his building. 
Ald, Jackman raised the point, that 
this being a special meeting, called for

purpose, no other busine bb 
could be considered.

AS A PAUER. 
The Milwaukee races are drawing large 
crowds of people and are proving very 
successful. Tbe trotting race yesterday 
was won by “Billy Mac” “ Brother Dan” 
taking seoond plaoe. The pacing race 
was won by Mr. H. D. McKinney’s 
“Henry Dexter,” regarding whioh tho 
Milwaukee Sentinel of this morning says: 
“The 2:25 pacing event was full of ex. 
citing incidents and brushes. 
Three 
times during the heats the horses were 
so closely bunched over tho back stretch 
that a blanket would have covered five of 
them. 
Louis B. was a favorite through 
a tip and from his performance at Min­ 
neapolis, where he took a raoe and left * 
record of 2:1 ‘J % behind him. He mid for 
$10 to $8 at the start and $10 to $G on tbe 
gooond heat. Only a few of those on 
the “inside” knew that he was uncertain 
and was liable to go to pieces, as (he did 
when distanced in the seoond heat. 
There were ten entries for this event, 
with nine starters, Davis having been 
drawn. The nine that started were Red 
Rover, Louis B., Jimmy Temple, Major 
McDowell, Henry) Dexter, O. W. L. 
Fancy H., White Olond and Billy F 
Louis B. went around the track for the 
first heat without being beaded anc 
finished half alength ahead of C. W. L„ 
who led the others strung out. Tho se­ 
cond was was a brush for a half a mile 
between Louis B., O. W. L. and Henry 
Dexter. At the half mile Louis B. left 
his feet and never found them agate, 
Di c er dropping into his lead and shoe­ 
ing bis heels to Jimmy Temple and 
White Cloud, both of whioh horses were 
pressing him dose, bplan fought hard 
at the finish aud sent Jimmy Temple 
under the w re alongside of Dexter and 
but half a head behind bim.

HENRY M KEY PAID TO 
HAVE REN DEBED 


HIMSELF LIARLE TO RIG DAMAGES. 


This morning’s Chiogo Herald contains 
the following which will be read with 
interest by many Janesville people. 
An unusal case was brought into the 
United States circuit court Tuesday in 
whioh Henry Hokey, the lawyer, is sued 
for $10,000. In November last ll. W 
Wetberell, tbe Wabash avenuo cloak 
manufacturer, found himself in financial 
straits and applied to the Corey k Moen 
Company for a loan of $10,000. Mr. Mo- 
Key, Wetherell’s attorney, attempted to 
act for both parties in bringing about 
the loan, and on the promise of the Corey 
& Moen company that they would fur­ 
nish the money gave them judgment 
uites for $10,000 signed by Wetherell, 
the latter agreeing to give notioe to the 
firm if he should fail in time for them to 
secure tbe entire amount of the loan. 
Shortly afterward Wetherell made an as­ 
signment, but did not notify the Corey 
& Moen company. 
They were thus 
classed with the other creditors, and wil 
receive only about 18 per cent. The sail 
against McKey was then instituted on 
the gronnds that he had failed to oarry 
out his part of the contract. Mr. MoKey 
claims in his defense that the Corey 
Moen company did not furnish the fa) 
$10,000, as bad been promised, and that 
the lack of the expected money caused 
Wethsrell’s'failure.

At the dedication of a new Jewish syna­ 
gogue in Jersey City tho other day the 
Mayor of the city, a Quaker, sat beside 
the president of tho congregation; the 
pastor of tho Reformed (Dutch) church, 
the oldest and richest in town, delivered 
a n raddre8s of congratulation; Major Za- 
bina K. Fangborn spoke for the Presby­ 
terians, and Rabbi Bernard Dachmann 
said: “ I amfglad to see the brethren of 
other churches here. 
In this free country 
we call all work together for tho good of 
mankind.” 
Of the general movement in Christen­ 
dom to supply by private schools the lack 
of religious teachings in state schools the 
Christian at Work says: 
“ Everywhere 
the question of religious and moral training 
in the public schools is pressing itself on 
the attention of tho thoughtful parents 
and educators. 
Tho 
Roman 
Catholic 
church is not tho only religious body in 
America that has established schools of her 
own for tho instruction of children of her 
fold, but it is the only one that makes 
positive opposition to tho public schools as 
such. 
Church and state have no more im­ 
portant problem than that of tho proper 
education of the coming generations.’' 
The religious status of the negro will of 
course come up in some form in the Epis­ 
copal general convention, but it is not 
likely that the question will be very thor­ 
oughly discussed. 
Indeed, if tho church 
wore to insist on tho absolute religious 
equality of white and colored Episcopal­ 
ians a large number of Southern Episco­ 
palians would at once secede. 
What is 
likely is that some glittering generalities 
about the brotherhood of all men in Christ' 
will be adopted, which will commit no­ 
body to anything and leave the question 
just where it is now. 
As some one bas 
epigrammatically put it, there are many 
white churchmen who 
think that the 
“nigger” has enough of a soul to be 
damned if he steals chickens but not 
enough of a soul to entitle him to religious 
equality with his white brethren. 
It is an interesting fact that while tho 
Episcopal church theoretically believes in 
a strong central government it practically 
pays very little attention to what its su­ 
premo legislative body does or does not do. 
In fact its government is virtually Congre­ 
gationalism under tho forms of Episco­ 
pacy. 
One reason for this is the intense 
conservatism of its legislative bodies. The 
individual parishes, being much more pro­ 
gressive, find it either impossible or inex­ 
pedient to wait far the slow action of the 
law-making bodies. 
And so they quietly 
adopt a usage, shorten a service, or inau­ 
gurate some custom, “on their own hook,” 
so to speak. 
Then a few years afterward 
the big general convention solemnly legal­ 
izes what has thus grown into an almost 
universal custom. 
Naturally under these 
circumstances tho average Episcopal lay­ 
man doesn’t take much interest in the 
meetings of a body tho decisions of which 
simply register what tho parishes have 
already decided to be desirable.

Carpenters and other tool-users who keep 
up with the times now use a mixture of 
glycerine instead of oil for sharpening 
their edge-tools. 
Oil, as is well known, 
thickens and smoars the stone. 
The gly­ 
cerine may be mixed with spirits in greater 
or less proportion, according as tbe tools 
to be sharpened are fine or coarse. 
For 
tho average blade two parts of glycerine g 
to one of spirits will suffice. 
Three thousand masons in Berlin recently 
went on a strike, asking that nine hours 
constitute a day’s work, in which they also 
ask for thirty minutes for breakfast, thirty 
minutes for dinner, and an hoar for supper. 
This will sound odd to American workmen 
who, going to work at 7 o'clock in the 
morning, eat their breakfast before start­ 
ing, carry their dinner in a pail, and get 
their supper after quitting their work at G 
o’clock in the evening. 
It is said that a now method of genera­ 
ting steam has met with remarkable suc­ 
cess in England. 
The invention is adap­ 
table to any ordinary Cornish, Lancashire, 
or marine boiler. 
The apparatus for per­ 
fecting tho combustion consists of an air 
tube placed on the floor of tho furnace, 
perforated on each side, in communication 
at the outer end with a main air conduit, 
and at tho inner end with a hot air re­ 
ceiver or air-diffusing pipes, where the air 
becomes highly heated and delivered by a 
large number of jots into tho escaping 
gases from tho fuel chamber. 
The air is 
obtained by means of a fan driven by a 
small engine.
